Rural MVC on boil water advisory 



A boil water advisory is 
in effect for all Mountain 
View County residents liv¬ 
ing on private well property 
west of the QE2 highway 
due to possible contamina¬ 
tion of E. coli bacteria. 

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion is saying those living 
in or near the flood plain 
are at greater risk and 
should test immediately. 

“We want to make sure 
everything is safe before 
people resume using the 
water as is,” said CHR 
spokesperson Jeff 

Meerman. 

The advisory was issued 
Wednesday after several 
water samples submitted 
from Mountain View County 
residents to the provincial 
testing lab came back posi¬ 
tive for E.coli. 


But Mountain View 
County Reeve A1 Kemmere, 
who first heard about the 
advisory while watching the 
news Thursday morning, is 
questioning the CHR's pro¬ 
tocol. 

"What we’re trying to find 
out is who and how they 
made the call without con¬ 
tacting the County first,” he 
said. “I’m in touch with the 
office right now and they’re 
tracking it down.” 

Meerman said the CHR 
handled it on its own be¬ 
cause it was the Region that 
conducted the testing. 

“We deal with boil water 
advisories quite often for 
people on wells, and people 
who are on wells are famil¬ 
iar with the process,” he 
said. “Our inspectors are 
notifying people door-to- 


door, but because of what’s 
happening right now with a 
lot of activity with the 
floods, we’re helping them 
out a little bit by trying to 
get the word out, just in 
case people didn’t see the 
notice.” 

Overland flood run-off on 
well property is being 
blamed for the problem, and 
Cremona was the only town¬ 
ship unable to evade con¬ 
tamination, with one well 
being shut down. Village 
CAO Dan Proctor said 
Cremona will likely remain 
under a boil water advisory 
until at least the end of the 
week. 

"We’re working as fast as 
possible because we know 
it’s a major inconvenience 
to everybody in town,” he 
said. “As of right now, our 


water is testing safe to 
drink, but our wells have in 
fact been contaminated, so 
we’re taking all due precau¬ 
tions.” 

Meerman said homeowners 
on well property should under¬ 
stand it isn't possible to deter¬ 
mine water quality by taste, 
smell or appearance and he’s 
urging them to consider their 
water unsafe until testing 
proves otherwise. 

For now, people are being 
asked to bring water to a roll¬ 
ing boil for one minute, or use 
bottled water for drinking, 
cooking and brushing their 
teeth. For details on how to

a balance of moderate 
schools in the County.”

After years of waiting pa¬ 
tiently, the Town of 
Didsbury, Chinook’s Edge 
School Division, Mountain 
View County (MVC), and 
Richard Marz, MLA, were all 
excited to attend the 
Ground Breaking Ceremony 
for the new Didsbury High 
School (DHS) Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon.

Last week’s historic vote, 
which now makes Canada 
the third country in the 
World to legalize same-sex 
marriage, disappoints local 
politicians, who are vying 
that the fight is not over.

The Civil Marriage Act 
passed last Tuesday, June 
28, during final reading, 
158-133. It will now be 
moved into the Senate, and 
is expected to become law 
later this month. 

Same-sex marriage is al¬ 
ready legal in eight prov¬ 
inces and one territory; Al¬ 
berta, PEI, NWT, and 
Nunavet are the exceptions. 

This Act only applies to 
civic weddings at public 
places like city halls and 
courthouses. No churches 
or other religious groups 
will be forced to sanctify gay 
marriage, if they choose not 
to do so. 

“I am very disappointed, 
but it isn’t over,” Wild Rose 
MP Myron Thompson said, 
immediately following last 
Tuesday’s vote - of which he 
voted against. 

Thompson believes that 
this is just the beginning of 
what is about to be a very 
rocky road, with a number 
of court challenges ahead 
for the Liberal government, 
churches, and other reli¬ 
gious groups. 

“The Bill claims to be pro¬ 
tecting religious freedom, 
but I can assure you that 
this is just the start of trou¬ 


bles ahead. There only 
needs to be one court chal¬ 
lenge from a gay couple 
against a Minister that can 
change that whole picture. 
It has happened in the past, 
it will happen more. That is 
what I believe is going to 
occur,” Thompson said. “As 
we speak there are (mar¬ 
riage) commissioners that 
are being fired from differ¬ 
ent Province’s, because of 
their beliefs...There are peo¬ 
ple who are being fired from 
their jobs in public service - 
particularly school teachers

- who write letters to the 
editor in regards to the is¬ 
sue, expressing their view. 
In other words, they have 
lost their freedom of speech 
and freedom of expression. 

There are halls, such as 
the Knights of Columbus in 
British Columbia which 
have refused to allow a func¬ 
tion for same-sex couples in 
their hall, because of their 
faith and they are being 
charged. I just know this is 
not the end, it’s only the be¬ 
ginning of more problems.” 

Local Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA Richard 
Marz echoed the words of 
Thompson, adding that the 
Province is still looking into 
all p ossible avenues they 
can, to ban homosexuals 
from getting married. 

“I am not delighted by 
the decision. I am disap¬ 
pointed, but it’s not that it 
hasn’t been expected for 
quite some time. We are go¬ 
ing to have to sit down and 
see what options are avail¬ 
able to us Provincially, and 
put those options before the 


people of Alberta and see 
what we can do,” Marz said 
last week, also following the 
federal vote. “As the Pre¬ 
mier said before, ‘He will 
take every legal step he can 
to protect the wishes of 
Albertans on this,’ to those 
that have said they want to 
keep the definition of mar¬ 
riage and spouse exclusively 
to heterosexual couples.” 

Marz says that his own 
personal beliefs, which he 
has always stated on the 
campaign trail, is that mar¬ 
riage is more than just two 
people being in love - it 
comes down to being able to 
produce a family. 

“Marriage, in my mind, is 
an institution where two 
people make a commitment 
and one of the reasons for 
that commitment is the rear¬ 
ing of children. When you 
are raising children, I per¬ 
sonally think that a child 
should have the influence of 
both a mother and a father. 
Two men or two women I 
don’t think can provide the 
same influences on a child’s 
life, as one of each can. We 
are biologically different,” 
Marz said. 

Under the Province’s In¬ 
ter-dependence Relation¬ 
ship’s Act - prior to this Bill 
passing - same-sex couples 
have had the same rights as 
heterosexual couples - ex¬ 
cept for marriage. 

“Pretty much from a le¬ 
gal perspective. ITnder the 
Act - all of those things are 
covered. Not some of those 
things, all of them. The only 
thing we have denied same- 
sex couples to this point is 
the use of term marriage to 
describe their union and the 
use of the term spouse to de¬ 


termine their partner. That 
is the only thing that they 
have been denied for the 
past four years, since that 
Act was passed. I would 
think that would be ad¬ 
equate of any legal rights, 
it’s just those particular 
terms to define their rela¬ 
tionship.” 

The Premier last week 
stated that it has been dis¬ 
cussed briefly to get rid of 
the Alberta Marriage Act 
completely, and go to only 
allowing unions between two 
people. 

Marz says he agrees, and 
will be sitting down with fel¬ 
low government members to 
discuss this further. 

“We have talked about 
this in caucus as one of the 
options. I have expressed a 
lot of interest looking at this 
closer as a possibility, where 
the Province would only be 
involved in civil unions and 
the churches would have the 
responsibilities of sanctify¬ 
ing marriages. Then it 
would be up to churches to 
decide which want to do that 
(sanctify gay marriage), and 
which don’t,” Marz added. 

Marz and Thompson both 
agree that the government 
has much larger problems 
facing them, than deciding 
if homosexual Canadians 
should be allowed to pur¬ 
chase a marriage license or 
not, and it angers both of 
them considerably. 

“1 am absolutely appalled 
that our Federal government 
seems to focus on these 
types of moral issues as if 
that is the most important 
issue facing a country of 
our size with no thought to 
other issues. They allow 
themselves to be pre-occu- 


pied with these issues, with 
no thought to the economy, 
what we can do to pay down 
our national debt, housing 
issues for poor people - there 
are all sorts of issues that 
we should be dealing with. 
Military is another one, they 
have allowed the military to 
be virtually depleted - it’s an 
International joke, our abil¬ 
ity to defend ourselves,” 
Marz said. 

“And, the federal govern¬ 
ment is frittering away their 
time on these types of is¬ 
sues. It reminds me of the 
old adage, ‘Narrow fiddling, 
while Rome builds.’ And, I 
think we are pretty much 
familiar with that par¬ 
ticular situation.” 

Thompson agreed stating 
that he feels there are impor¬ 
tant issues, such as ban¬ 
ning child pornography and 
making it illegal, upping the 
age of sexual consent, and 
of course the BSE crisis that 
ranchers are still faced with. 

“There are many issues 
that have been put on the 
back-burner: raising the age 
of consent, something that 
the Liberals, the NDP nor 
the Bloc will support; Child 
pornography, which none of 
the other three parties are 
willing to support. I really 
don’t know where the na¬ 
tion is heading in regards to 
that kind of stuff, but in the 
meantime we still have Mad 
Cow and we still have high 
taxes and we still have a 
standard of living being dwin¬ 
dled. They are problems and we 
better start dealing with them.” 

The government is now on 
summer break, but Thompson 
says his government will be back 
at the bit as soon as they resume 
in the fall. 
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OK farmers, I understand 
you have all wanted rain, and 
you were all praying for it, 
well God was listening, and I 
think he was on backorder for 
rain, cause it just keeps com¬ 
ing. 

So if you could please tell 
God that we are ok for rain, 
at least for the next while, 
that would be great. 

We have been pretty 
blessed here in Didbsury not 
to have had any major flood¬ 
ing or damage. It is sad 
though to hear about, and see 
the people who surround us, 

that were not so lucky. 

I am not sure what it is lately, but everywhere seems 
to be suffering from extreme weather conditions. 

I guess we have to be thankful we had flooding and 
not a Tsunami.

The Town of Didsbury’s 
Interim CAO Roy Brown 
echoed the words of Moore 
saying that the two admin¬ 
istrations will be working 
together, and will present a 
report to both their councils 
in September. 

“I think it’s a very, very 
progressive move that the 
two towns are looking to¬ 
wards cost saving so that 
both councils can maximize 
every tax dollar possible,” 
said Brown.

The two Towns will meet 
again in September, after ad¬ 
ministration has prepared a 
report on the possibilities 
between the two Towns. 


The agreement, which is 
currently being looked into 
by the Town’s two Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officers (CAO), 
directed the Towns to begin 
meeting regularly and to 
prepare a report for both 
councils, relative to reduc¬ 
ing costs and providing bet¬ 
ter services for both commu¬ 
nities, by cost sharing of 
different pieces of 
equipments and programs. 

The two towns are mem¬ 
bers of a regional partner¬ 
ship, which includes all com¬ 
munities within Mountain 
View County, who are work¬ 
ing towards finding ways 
and methods they too can 
work at reducing costs for 
all municipalities. 

“Carstairs and Didsbury 
have a history of mutual 
aide and cooperation,” said 
Didsbury mayor Dorothy 
Moore. “Our locations are 
so similar, just off Highway 
2 and 2A. Our citizens share 
facilities and we have buses 
that go back and forth.” 

Examples of how these 
types of agreements can ben¬ 
efit all communities, is the 
Mountain View Regional 
Waste Commission, who are 
responsible for waste dis¬ 
posal; and the Mountain 
View Regional Emergency 
Services, which provides 
ambulance service through¬ 
out the County. 

“We have talked about 
having a different kind of 
amenity that we could share 
in Carstairs, that would 
draw Didsburians there, like 
we have the pool,” said 
Moore. “We are very small 
and we have limited re¬ 
sources, this mutual coop¬ 
eration can help us do more 
than we could by our¬ 
selves.” 


The Towns of Carstairs 
and Didsbury say they are 
planning for the future, and 
want to maintain positive 
working relationships with 
one another as they agreed 
to pursue a mutual agree¬ 
ment between the two mu¬ 
nicipalities.

against disease

After winning a battle 
with breast cancer, this 
woman is now on a mission 
to stop breast cancer from 
hurting other women by 
sharing her story, and doing 
the Walk to End Breast Can¬ 
cer. 

Terrie McEwen, who lives 
between Didsbury and 
Carstairs, went for a mam¬ 
mogram in Nov. 2004, and 
when it had to be taken 
twice she was not concerned 
because she knew it was 
common. Then December 
came, and McEwen got a 
call from her doctor who 
told her she must go and see 
a surgeon, because she 
might need a biopsy.

my options. When I was first 
diagnosed I was more 
stunned than anything.”

Health Care Centre offi¬ 
cially opens 

Hundreds of area residents at¬ 
tended the official opening of the 
Mountain View Health Care Cen 
tre last Friday (October 5) which 
included tours of the new facility 
and speeches by local dignitaries 
and the Minister of Hospitals and 
Medical Care. Dave Russell. 

It's been nine years since the 
original submission to the provin 
cial government for expanded hos 
pital facilities, and Friday's ceremo¬ 
nies marked the culmination of al 
most a decade of hard work and dc 
termination by past and present hos¬ 


pital board trustees, medical staff and 
community members. 

The weather was in full co operation, 
granting a beautiful, sunny day for the 
tributes and greetings from officials, and 
the traditional ribbon cutting, both held 
outside the mam entrance to the new hos 
pital. 

Hospitals and Medical Care Minis 
ter Dave Russell snipped the ribbon and 
praised the community and the govern 
ment for their efforts in realizing the 
new $10.2 million active treatment cen 
tre. most of which was funded by the 
provincial government. 

"We re (the provincial government) 
being criticized for building too many 
hospitals." said Russell. "But the com 
munities throughout Alberta deserve 
their facilities." he added. 

He said the high costs of medical care 
have made it a "big ticket item" in pro¬ 
vincial politics which in turn has at 
tracted a lot of media coverage. 

The cost for construction of the new 
prototypical hospital was $1,800 per 
square metre, while the operating costs 
for each bed per day will run $350 he 
said. 

The prototypical, or standard hospi 
tal design is almost identical to the Oil¬ 
fields Ceneral in Black Diamond, and 
reduces planning and construction time 
by about two years in comparison to a 
custom built facility. 

Lois Radcliffe. president of the Al¬ 
berta Hospital Association, said the 
Mountain View Health Care Centre is 
unique in that it is the first prototypical 
hospital to connect its new structure with 
an existing nursing home and auxiliary 
hospital. 

"1 feel these prototypicals in rural ar 
cas are just ideal." said Radcliffe. She 
said she could "feel the warmth of the 
people and how much they enjoy having 
the facility here.” 


Radcliffe is noted for reciting a poem 
at each hospital opening, and read a piece 
of her own prose documenting the his 
tory of hospital care in the Didsbury 
area. 

She called the new centre a “healing 
monument." adding "it is a very proud 
day for you" 

Mayor Don Watt said the new hospi 
tal is a welcome addition to the commu 
nity. 

"The landscape has changed in 
Didsbury in the 23 years I ve been here, 
but this is probably the nicest addition 
we've had," said Watt. 

He thanked the hospital board and 
town council for their efforts, and ex 
tended a special congratulations to 
former mayor Raymond Shantz. who has 
devoted a lot of time to the new health 
care centre. 

Carstairs Mayor Harvey Bazinet and 
Cremona Mayor Ken Blain both con 
gratulated the new hospital and said they 
were pleased to have the facility 

so close to their communities. The hos¬ 
pital will serve both these areas, plus 
Crossfield. Didsbury. and to some ex 
tent Airdrie. 

The vice president of CANA 
Construction Ltd. of Calgary. Al 
Webster, and the architects of the Cohos 
Evamy Partnership were on hand to see 
the end product of their work. Architect 
Dan Ezinga presented a plaque to the hos¬ 
pital commemorating its opening. 

MP Cordon Towers was unable to at¬ 
tend the opening because he was meeting 
with the Queen in Manitoba.

Community mourns death of 
Ken Waugh 

On Jan. 20. Didsbury lost one of 
its most community-minded citizens 
when Ken Waugh passed on at the age 
of 86 years. He was predeceased by his 


wife. Cladys. on March 12. 1978. 

He was born in Scotland on June 
2d. 1900 and emigrated to Canada in 
1919. 

Ken saw service in the British Army 
during World War 1 and served in the 
Canadian Air Force during World War 
II. 

Ken lived in Didsbury for over 35 
years and had been a member of the 
Royal Canadian Legion since 1948. He 
always devoted his spare time to serv¬ 
ice clubs, volunteer groups and to any 
one that simply needed his help. He 
was the secretary/treasurer for the 
Board of Trade in Didsbury during the 
1950’s. He was a member of the Lions 
Club for a number of years and helped 
to establish the “do good" policy that 
is now part of all the service clubs in 
the area. 

He was a founding member of the 
Didsbury Elks and held the office of 
Secretary for eight years and was Pub 
licity Director for several years also. 

During the 1960’s Ken gave mus¬ 
ketry instruction to the Boy Scouts 
Rifle Team. He actively promoted the 
Building Fund to replace the Recrea¬ 
tion Complex when it burned down, 
by being Secretary/Treasurer for the 
campaign. 

For nine years. Ken was the Chair¬ 
man of the Library Board and was in¬ 
strumental in improving the level of 
library service for the community, as 
well as the working conditions and ben 
efits for the staff. He helped organize 
the Summer Reading Programme. 

Extremely active in the Didsbury 
and District Historical Society since 
its inception in 1978. Ken worked at 
building up the membership and ac¬ 
quired some valuable donations to the 
museum, as well as being instrumental 
in helping the society acquire the site 
for its museum. He held the office of 


Receiving Officer. 

Ken worked diligently for all 
the Elks fund raising campaigns. 
For instance, the cerebral palsy 
fund drive and the Alberta Heart 
Foundation. 

Ken helped to organize the 
Lawn Bowling Club. He walked 
miles throughout the year deliv¬ 
ering letters on behalf of the 
Didsbury and District Historical 
Society, in an effort to help it save 
money. He also travelled many a 
mile in and around town picking 
up artifacts. 

Many people in town remem 
her Ken as the owner of the Sun 
rise Coffee Shop which used to 
be situated in the present Elks 
Hall. 

On Jan. 22.1983 Ken was recognized 
as the most outstanding volunteer of 
1982 in the Town of Didsbury. He was 
presented with the Kuclker's Mfg. Ltd. 
Award. 

Ken's work has been for the past for 
the present and for the future of the 
community. He never stopped fora break 
there was always something some 
project - that Ken was involved in. He 
devoted almost 35 years of his 86 years 
to the community of Didsbury. 

The funeral service was held on Jan. 
23 at the Elks Hall in Didsbury. Dear 
friends. Arlcen Douglas and David 
Smith looked after the funeral arrange 
ments with the Mountain View Funeral 
Chapel. The Rev. Canon James Linster 
officiated. Pallbearers were Ian Doug¬ 
las. Cyril Brooke Amos Wilkins. Bob 
Youngs.

These four centres will have 
the highest level of cable service 
in the province because they are

QCTV offers to provide convert 
ers for a security deposit, with 
interest credited monthly to a 
subscriber’s account.' said Mr. 
Sydor. Upon return of the con 
verter to QCTV within two 
years, the full security deposit 
will be refunded "After two years, 
the converter becomes the sub¬ 
scribers property and no deposit 
refunds or interest credits will ap 
ply." he added. Subscribers mav 
also purchase their own convert 
ers from stores, and those who 
have cable-ready" TV set tuners 
will not need a converter to re¬ 
ceive these extra services. 

Relocation of channels on the 
cable system is scheduled on Sat¬ 
urday. September 3. early in the 
morning to minimize service in 
tcrruption for viewers, according 
to Mr Sydor.

What goes up. must come down. A1 
berta Government Telephones crews 
are dismantling the last remaining 
open wire long distance line in Al¬ 
berta. The 62-milc section between 
Stcttler and Drumhellcr was built in 
1912 and at one time over 30-thousand 
miles of lines criss-crossed Alberta car¬ 
rying long distance messages. But sleet 
storms were the banc of open wire. A 
vicious ice-storm in 1932 knocked out 
service over most of Central and South 
ern Alberta and cost hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars to repair. Then, in 
1957. the first microwave system ar¬ 
rived and in 1964 Alberta Government 
Telephones launched a massive buried 
cable program. Pole lines were on the 
way down, and out. Today. Albertans 
make 400-thousand long distance calls 
on an average day. Open wire could 
never have met the demand.

Students to learn by compu¬ 
ter 

About 20 students at Didsbury 
High School will be involved this fall 
in a field trial of a revolutionary teach¬ 
ing method using a computer. 

The students will take Mechanics 
12. a grade ten course dealing with ba 
sic auto mechanics. The course, which 


has never been taught in Didsbury be 
fore, has been broken down into mod 
ules, and each student will spend some 
of the time on the computer, some of 
the time doing assignments from the 
correspondence school and some of the 
time gaining practical experience in 
cither the school shop, or in garages in 
town. Half of the students will be us 
ing only the material from the corre¬ 
spondence school, and the other will 
use both. 

The computer system that will be 
used, is called Telidon. and was devel¬ 
oped in Canada by the Department of 
Communi- cation. Most of the other 
five schools that arc participating in 
the project arc located in the north of 
the province 

The project will be examined by the re¬ 
search branch of Alberta Education, to sec if 
it is effective in teaching the students, whether 
the computer itself is capable of responding to 
the students needs, and what the costs are to 
operate this kind of distance education. 

The cost to the school is minimal. They 
are expected to pay the tuition fees of the 
correspondence school but the rest of the project 
is paid by the government. 

Didsbury was chosen for this ex¬ 
periment because the school board 
have been actively interested in pro 
viding vocational education.

Nurses 'forced' to strike 

About half of the 37 nurses at the 
Mountain View Health Care Centre in 
Didsbury joined nurses throughout A1 
berta in an illegal strike Monday. 

The government has pushed us to this."

While some nurses manned the picket 
line, others continued to work. On Mon 
day. five of eight nurses showed up for the 
day shift and hospital administrator Brian 
Popp said this was adequate.

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Hustling McCoy still 
man on the go 

Miller McCoy his been a 
hustling, hustling force in 
Didsbury ever since dropping 
out of high school in 1955. 

That year he went to work as 
I an apprentice at the old 
J Didsbury Pioneer. By 1961. he 
wanted to buy the newspaper but 
his offer was turned down by 
the owners. He quit his job and 
was unemployed for four 
months before making a criti¬ 
cal decision. 

If he couldn't buy the town 
newspaper, he'd start his own. 

Later that year. the 
Didsbury Booster was born, 
and for the next 17 years Miller 
worked in all areas of the news¬ 
paper and printing business. 

"I was the editor. I wrote the 
stories. I sold the ads and I got 
about four to five hours sleep a 
night." Miller recalled with a 
laugh. “Of course I was also 
playing ball or hockey just 
about every night of the week, 
too." 

Miller, you understand, 
loves ball and hockey. So 
when he decided to slow his 
pace a little from the hectic 
newspaper and printing grind, a 
sporting goods store seemed 
like a good alternative. 

“I had the paper from May 2. 
1961 to April 30. 1977 when I 
sold it to John Davis." he said, 
the dates firmly etched in his 
mind. “It was time for a change 
of pace." 

Mountain View Sports was 
established a short time later, 
and in the past 10 years, it 
moved three times before set¬ 
tling in its current location on 
main street, offering customers 
10.000 square feet of every kind 
of sporting equipment under the 
sun. 

At 49, he continues to play 
hockey at the oldtimcrs’ level 
and finds time to coach the 
Didsbury Midgets. 

He competed at the senior 
and intermediate hockey levels 
for 27 years, mostly with the 
Didsbury Ramblers. He also 
spent three seasons with the 
Olds Elks, starting in 1962. 

1 The Ramblers took a one- 

year leave from hockey wars this 
season, hut Miller predicts 
they'll be hack next season, 
probably in the Chinook 
Hockey League. 

He was an executive with the 
minor hockey association, for 
20 years and was manager/ 
coach of the champion Didsbury 
Jets in the Didsbury and Dis 
trict Fastball League. 

In fact, he helped start the 


fastball league back in 1962. He's 
also chairman of the minor ball as 
sociation and is especially proud 
that 160 boys were involved in the 
minor hall program last year. He's 
also served as president of the Cham 
her of Commerce and was chairman 
of the square-footers organization, 
instrumental in building the Memo 
rial Complex. He was also a Kins 
men member for 17 years. 

Over the years, he's acquired in 
tercsts in other businesses including 
the M 6 G Car Wash and Fas Gas 
service station. Salcrs cattle and real 
estate.

Bible College likely to 
move

Mountain View Bible College, 
an integral part of Didsbury since 
1926. will likely move to Calgary 
about two years from now. 

"Nothing has been finalized." 
said College President. Dr. Ed Okc. 
"But I would say the chances of mov¬ 
ing arc about 60-40." 

Under a proposal currently being 
considered by both the Missionary 
Church which operates Mountain 
View Bible College, and the Evan 
gelical Church which operates 
Hillcrest Christian College in 
Medicine Hat. the two colleges 
would join in a cooperative effort 
and open a joint college, likely in 
Calgary. 

Both supporting churches agreed 
recently to support the proposal in 
principle, said Dr. Oke. A commit¬ 
tee will give further consideration 
to the proposal at a meeting schcd 
uled for August. 

“The earliest we could move 
would be a year from now but it will 
more likely be two years." said Dr. 
Oke. 

He gave a number of reasons why 
the college wants to make the move 
but said "it has nothing to do with 
Didsbury not giving us a decent 
home. The town has treated us well." 

The move, he said, is being con 
sidered to keep pace with changing 
demands for Bible college cduca 
tion. Among other things, there'll 
be greater work opportunities for 
students while attending college in 
the city, and a move to Calgary 
would put the college closer to other 
large places of learning. 

A joint venture would also reduce 
overhead costs and an urban centre 
is seen as the only practical situa 
tion for a cooperative venture. 

The college's board of governors 
says it favors a cooperative venture 


with Hillcrest for the following rea 
sons: 

Church and college leaders are 
strongly committed to continuing 
Bible college education. 

College programs can be 
strengthened and broadened to¬ 
gether in a way increasingly diffi¬ 
cult as separate institutions. - The 
two denominations are Wesleyan in 
doctrine and very similar in church 
practice. A joint venture increases 
the supporting constituency from 
1.200 members to over 5.000. 

- A significant savings in expen¬ 
ditures for personnel and for opera¬ 
tions can be effected if care is taken 
in the joint development. 

Each denomination already has 
three churches in Calgary. 

"We think we've found a facility 
in Calgary." said Dr. Oke.

’Susie' Patchell turns 100. 
stills rolls own cigarettes

February 9 marked a special date 
for Mrs. Susan Patchell. On that day 
she saw whit many prophets and kings 
wanted to see but were denied: her 
100th birthday. 

Susie, as she is known by her 
friends and relatives, was born Susan 
Sarah Crow, the second of seven chil¬ 
dren of Carl C. Crow (his real name 
was David Crockett Crow) and 
Nettie Mary Boohr Crow (nee 
Johnson). Like the first five of her 
brothers and sisters, she was born in 
the family home in Morrow County. 
Lexington. Oregon. 

When I talked with Susie and her 
92 year old sister. Mrs. Nellie 
Rcinchardt. the ladies both remem 
bered vividly the family’s move to 
Palouse. Washington in 1900. It was 
here, in 1903. that their father read 
an article in the Spokane Review 
written by a Canadian cattleman 
named Bill Graham, denouncing his 
government's sale of homestead land. 
The homesteads advertised at $10 for 
160 acres would disrupt and rum the 
whole Canadian cattle industry. 
Carl Crow, whom Susie remembers 
as a man who always believed there 
was a greener pasture right over that 
next hill, decided to move to 
Canada. 

On the six week journey by ferry 
and covered wagon, the family 
teamed up with an old gold miner. 
Cun Bill Salas. He fascinated the 
children with his display of wealth: 
a wide belt studded with $10 gold 
pieces and pouches of gold sewn into 
his pants pockets. They knew paper 
money was also inside the lining of 
his coat. Their rich friend contin 
ued with them into Canada to where 
they homesteaded just a few miles 
south and west of present day 
Cremona. Alberta. Ironically, the 
quarter section they were assigned 
was within a mile of the angry cat 
tlcman. Bill graham. 


When the Crow family first came 
to Canada, they stayed in an old 
house at Sandy Mathcson s (now the 
David Backstrom farm), while their 
father and Gun Bill built the log 
cabin on their homestead. The ladies 
vividly remember the prairie fires 
that plagued the early west. One 
time, the children saw the flames of 
a prairie fire leaping high on the ho¬ 
rizon. They alerted their parents who 
were immediately concerned for the 
newly stacked hay. The farm build 
ings would he saved by the nine fur¬ 
rows of plowed fire guard and some 
water splashed on the roof, but there 
was nothing to protect the horses' 
winter food supply. Quickly, Sandy 
Matheson hitched a team and started 
plowing. He realized he couldn’t 
plow nine furrows before the fire 
came, so he plowed three, left a six 
foot space of ground, and plowed an¬ 
other three furrows. Then he delib¬ 
erately set fire to the grass between. 
When the prairie fire came, he had 
the equivalent of nine furrows which 
the fire was unable to cross, and the 


hay was saved. The sisters still m 
vel at this bit of pioneer ingenui 
The Crow family moved in 
their new house the day aft 
Christmas. 1903. The chinoi 
weather was so warm that it rain 
Christmas eve. Several mont 
later, the last Crow child was bo 
in that cabin. The entry in the fa 
ily Bible was Audrey Alberta Cr< 
April 17. 1904 Bradburne. N.W 
Perhaps the middle name was ch 
sen because the parents knew tl 
was going to be the name of t 
soon to-be province. Bradburne is t 
present day hamlet of Dogpout 
Many years later, when it was tii 
to apply for the old age pension, t 
Canadian government accept 
these entries in the family bible 
proof of the children's date of biri 
Susie met the man of her drear) 
Fred Jack Lawton Patchell. and they wi 
married on Friday. June 6.1906 ia Calga 
She recalls that Calgary was so small ba 
then that she knew nearly everyone in tor 
Her only child.

New dollar coins by July 

Canada's new one dollar coin 
made its public debut at a striking 
ceremony at the Royal Canadian 
Mint in Winnipeg in preparation for 
this July when 100 million of the 
coins begin circulating across the 
country. 

The coin features a portrait of the 


loon, and is only slightly heavier 
and larger than a 25 cent 
coin. Its eleven-sided shape and 
yellow gold colour easily distin 
guish it from other coins. And its 
benefits far. outweigh those of its 
paper counterpart. The new dollar 
coin will gradually replace the one- 
dollar bill which will be phased out 
by the end of 1989. 

Monique Vezina. Minister of 
Supply and Services, was on hand 
today for the ceremonial striking of 
the coin. "This new coin is practi¬ 
cal. convenient, and I think very at 
tractive." she said, adding that it is 
an excellent example of cooperation 
between government, business- and 
industry. 

The government first announced 
the introduction of the dollar coin 
in March. 1986. after several busi¬ 
ness and special interest groups sug 
gested significant savings and ben 
efits could be realized. 

For transit companies, the coin 
is a boon. Individual transit compa 
nies spend thousands of dollars every 
year to unclog fare boxes that have 
become jammed with rolled and 
crumpled dollar bills. The Canadian 
Urban Transit Association (CUTA) 
forecasts savings of $4 million per 
year with the introduction of the 


coin. These savings will be passed 
on to the passenger in the form of 
better and faster service. 

In addition, with the introduc 
tion of a one dollar coin, vending 
machines will be able to have ex¬ 
panded product lines. The idea has 
also received praise from organiza 
tions for the visually impaired 
whose members appreciate the coin's 
distinctive shape. 

Maurice Latontainc. Master of 
the Mint, said the Mint “is proud to 
be involved in the most significant 
change to our coinage system in the! 
last 50 years. We believe the dollar 
coin will be appreciated and used by 
all Canadians." 

The government has long been 
considering the benefits of a one | 
dollar coin. Each year 300 million 
dollars bills which last only a year 
arc distributed at a cost of $16.6 
million. The new coin, however, has 
a lifespan of 20 years, and over that 
time will enable the government to save 
over {175 million in production and distri 
bution costs. 

The coin bears the simple and beauti¬ 
ful loon design by renowned Canadian art¬ 
ist Robert Ralph Carmichael on one side, 
and Arnold Machins portrait of the Queen 
on the obverse. It was engraved by the Mint’s 
Terrence Smith.

QUESTION: My teenage son is becoming increasingly 
difficult to get along with. Isn't there some way to avoid 
this blackout period and the other stresses associated with 
the adolescent voyage?

DR. DOBSON: Not with some teenagers, perhaps not 
with the majority. Tension occurs in the most loving and 
intelligent of families. Why? Because it is driven by power¬ 
ful hormonal forces that overtake and possess boys and 
girls in the early pubescent years. 

I believe parents and even some behavioral scientists have 
underestimated the impact of the biochemical changes oc¬ 
curring in puberty. We can see the effect of these hormones 
on the physical body, but something equally dynamic is 
occurring in the brain. How else can we explain why a 
happy, contented, cooperative 12-year-old suddenly becomes 
a sullen, angry, depressed 13-year-old? Some authorities 
would contend that social pressure alone accounts for this 
transformation. I simply don't believe that. 

The emotional characteristics of a suddenly rebellious 
teenager are rather like the symptoms of premenstrual syn¬ 
drome or severe menopause in women, or perhaps a tumul¬ 
tuous midlife crisis in men. Obviously, dramatic changes 
are going on inside! 

Furthermore, if the upheaval were caused entirely by 
environmental factors, its onset would not be so predict¬ 
able in puberty. The emotional changes I have described 
arrive right on schedule, timed to coincide precisely with 
the arrival of sexual maturation. Both characteristics, I 
contend, are driven by a common hormonal assault. Hu¬ 
man chemistry apparently goes haywire for a few years, in 
some more than others, affecting mind as much as body.

DR. DOBSON: You should always be mindful that your 
daughter is listening to what you say about her and that 
she's "reading" the subtle attitudes that you might like to 
conceal. Kids are extremely sensitive to their parents' love 
and respect. That's why adults must learn to guard what 
they say in their presence. 

Many times I have been consulted by a mother regard¬ 
ing a particular problem her child is having. As Mom de¬ 
scribes the details of the boy's or girl's problems, I notice 
that the subject of all this conversation is standing about a 
yard behind her. His ears are 10 feet tall as he listens to a 
candid description of all his faults. The child may remem¬ 
ber that conversation for a lifetime. 

Parents often inadvertently convey disrespect to a child 
whom they genuinely love. For example, Mom may become 
tense and nervous when little Jimmy speaks to guests or 
outsiders. She butts in to explain what he is trying to say 
or laughs nervously when his remarks sound foolish. When 
someone asks him a direct question, she interrupts and 
answers for him. She reveals her frustration when she is 
trying to comb his hair or make him "look nice" for an im¬ 
portant event. He knows Mom thinks it is an impossible 
assignment. If he is to spend a weekend away from the fam¬ 
ily, the mother gives him an extended lecture on how to 
avoid making a fool of himself. 

These subtle behaviors are signals to the child that the 
mother doesn't trust him with her image and that he must 
be supervised closely to avoid embarrassing the whole fam¬ 
ily. He reads disrespect in her manner, though it is framed 
in genuine love. 

The first step in building a strong self-concept in your 
children is to be very careful what you say and do in their 
presence. Be particularly cautious about the matters of 
physical attractiveness and intelligence. These are two pri¬ 
mary "soft spots" where boys and girls are most vulner¬ 
able.
